THERE ARE significant. and to 
some minds, worrisome, links be- 
tween a handful of American 
Evangelical leaders and right-wing 
Israelis like Goldfuot. Some of the 
personalities on his bourd are impor- 
tant men. One of them, physicist 
Lambert Dolphin, heads a key sec- 
tion of the world's most massive 
Tesearch conglomerate, the Stanford 
Research Institute, a $200-million-a- 
year concern whose main clients are 
the U.S. government and corpora- 
tions like Bechtel, Board member 
Terry Risenhoover is received at the 
Reagan White House, and chaired 
this yeur's “national prayer break- 
fast in honour of Israel." Jerry Fal- 
well. upon whom Menachem Begin 
bestowed the Jabotinsky Medal, is 
sympathetic. But there is something 
overblown bout the whole story, a 
sense of agilprop accepted as real 
ity, Goldfoot's organization 
apparently has no general mem- 
bership at all. When pressed, Gold- 
foot says he has “30-40 million" 
supporters. -

it represents, Goldfoot, who de- 
scribes himself as an “entrep- 
feneur,” answers resonuntly, “I 
made it up." 

Before the Temple Mount plotters 
~ both the Lifta terrorists and the 
Gush Emunim terror group — were 
arrested, Goldfoot and Dolphin 
planned to hover one day just hefore 
dawn in a helicopter 300 metres 
above the Temple Mount and the 
Holy of Holies (where the Ark of the 
Covenant wis kept), and to X-ray 
and probe the innards of the mount 
with Dolphin's induced polarization 
set. Cesium Beam Magnetometer, 
downhole Borescope television and 
high-power Dipole-Dipole Resistiv- 
ity Set to find out just what is buried 
down there. 

Dolphin comes to Israel frequent- 
ly, and has used his sophisticated 
gear at Herodion and Hebron, But 
his real interest, and that of his 
fellow Evangelical and fundamental- 
Ist preachers and laymen. is the 
Temple Mount -- they believe that 
Jesus cannot come again until the 
Temple Mount is restored to the 
Jews and the Temple is rebuilt (and 
then destroyed for the third time). 
“Tt was in the Second Temple that 
Jesus worshipped, taught, and threw 
out the money changers on two occa- 
Sions. It was in the Temple Court 
that the Christian Church was 
born,” reads an official Stanford 
Research Institute ‘International 
brochure put out by Dolphin. 

Goldfoot frequently speaks to 
groups of Evangelicals touring Israel 
about the importance of the Mount 
and has toured America on the 
Evangelical circuit. When he spoke 
before Reverend Chuck Smith's Cal- 
vary Chapel in Costa Mesa; Califor- 
nia, a few months aga, the-church's

Moslems, of course,”’ says G I. 
He catches his error -- we have ' 
wait another 600 years or so for 
Mohammed and his followers t 
appear -- und says, ‘Well, not Mos 
lems of course.

Reverend Jim DeLouch of 
Houston, Texas, is another of the 
five Christians on the six-man board 
of the Jerusalem Temple Founda- 
tion, DeLoach seems typical of the 
second-line leadership that supports 
Isract unequivocally. He grew up in 
Alabama, and was anti-Semitic, he 
says, until he was “reborn” ut age 2 
and began to see “that the Bible was 
aJewish book.” He wears a diamond 
ring that combines the Star of David 
with the Cross; on his lapel he pins ἃ 
double flag — America and Israel. 
“Pm_a Christian Zionist willing to 
declare myself," he says. “I'm 8 
pro-American and ain pro-Israel. 

He's not bothered by Orthodox 
Jewish critics or other opponents of 
the alliance between the Evangelic- 
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about the tens Gf thousands of dol- 
lars given by Evangelicals to Stanley 
Goldfoot, he says, “We know there 
was gentile involvement in’ the 
financing «nd building of beth the 
Fist and Second Temples. So why 
not the Thi?" Hye sees it as it 
privilege to invest in “the dream of 
Judaisni,”” maintaining al the same 
time that he would never violate the 
Orthodox Jewish laws concerning 
the Temple Momut. 

DeLoach and his fellow board 
members issued a prospectus a few 
months ago which outlined their 
“conteurplated projects,” including 
finaneial assistance to Yeshiva 
Ateret Cobanim (“priestly crown") 
in the Moslem Quarter of Jeru- 
μασιν Olel City, a couple of hun- 
dred metres from the Temple 
Mount, where the priestly Temple 
rites ure being studied, help in Jew- 
ish efforts (0 “redeem” buildings in 
the Mostem Quarter of the Old City, 
and “preparation for the construc- 
tion of the Third Temple in Jeru- 
salem.”

‘The architect's plans are already 
coinplete -- 83-year-old Jacob Ychu-

The Dome of the Rock, of course, 
does not necessarily have to be 
blown up first. Aryeh Kotzer, prin- 
cipal af a schvol in Rishon 1.

fighter, has published a booklet in 
whieh he maintains that the Dome of 
the Rack is simply to he incarpo- 
rated as n part of the Third Temple. 


SO FAR, not one of the Evangelical 
dollars has reached Ateret Coha- 
nim, according to yeshiva spokes- 
man Menachem Bar-Shalom. Ateret 
Cohanim traces its roots to Rav 
Avrahum Yitzhak Elacohen Kook, 
the first chief rabbi of Palestine, and 
his son Zvi Yehuda Kook, spiritual 
leader of Gush Emunim. The senior 
Kook once said that the cofianim, 
the members of the priestly caste, 
must prepare themselves for the Re- 
demption, since the Messiah might 
come and order the Temple to be 
rebuilt, and no one would be ready. 
Rav Kook dropped the idea, but it 
was picked up over 40 years later by 
Menachem Hacohen Dan, who 
founded the yeshiva in 1978. 

The Ateret Cohanim people be~ 
lieve: they are the vanguard of a 
movement that is about to take off. 
Their rabbis forbid them from going 
up to the Temple Mount unti] there 
isa rabbinical ruling allowing Jews to 
pray there (observant Jews are bar- 
red from the Mount by the Chief 
Rabbinate for fear that they may 
violate the Holy of Holies). 


rere 
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The yeshiva is contemptuous of 
such proups as the Faithful of the 
Temple Mount, which are “ineffec- 
tive and unimportant.” The yeshiva 
conducts seminars, a field school, 
and an annual convention on the 
gencral subject ofthe Temple and on 
specifics about such subjects us 
animal sacrifice. 

The students study the works of 
Rav Kook and his contemporary, 
the Hafetz Flaim, an priestly duti 
Rav Kook wrote that God's message 
concerning the rebuilding of the 
Temple was at hand. *“That great 
and glatiaus diy is dtuwing nigh.” 
He called for study of the rituals und 
rites, so that everyone would be 
ready for the Day of Glury. And the 
messiunic fervaur is palpable among 
the people at the yeshiva -- the No. 
defenctant in the Jewish under- 
ground was said to have been “in- 
spired™ after attending lectures on 
the Temple Mount at Ateret Coha- 
nim. 

“The Temple is the top of the 
pyramid of the Jewish people,” says 
the yeshiva's rabbi, Shlomo Aviner, 
former rabbi of the religious settle- 
ment of Keshet in the Golan. But the 
time to build the Temple hasn't yet 
come. First, it's important to bring 
about Jewish revival. His message is 
not tu jump the gun, Terror methods 
ase completely off hase. ‘It's being 
done by people who think you can 
jump, to bring Redemption in an 
hour." He is not concerned ane way 
or the other about the involvement 
of the Evangeticals. “it depends on 
us, not America.” 


THE PRIME MINISTER'’s adviser 
on the Evangelicals, llarry Hurwitz, 
strongly supports the emerging 
alliance. It's much better for AIPAC 
to “go up to the Hill [Capitol Hil} 
with these Christians to lobby fur 
Israel — because the fundamentalists 
are the most powerful Christian ele- 
ment in America,” he says. Hurwitz 
served at the Isracl Embassy in 
Washington for three ycars as in- 
formation officer. During his tour of 
duty in the U.S., he worked most 
clusely with David Allen Lewis, 
head of an umbrella group called the 
National Christian Leadership Con- 
ference for Israel. Lewis has strong 
links with the Christian Embassy in 
Jerusalem and with Goldfvot, 

Hurwitz notes that there was some 
Democratic oppositiun to the graw- 
ing link between the Jews and the 
Christian findamentalists, but “not 
tuo much." The Evangelical connec- 
tion is important for isract along a 
wide range of issues. Economically, 
they are crucial to Isracl's tourism 
industry. Hurwitz gives speeches 10 
visitors such as the “Youth Out- 
τοι ἢ" wing of “God's World” — a 
group planning to build a Bible Dis- 
neyland in Florida. 

Why have these traditionally anti- 
Semitic elements in America turned 
into philo-Semites, pro-Israel fana- 
tics? “Maybe they think something is 
happening here," says Hurwitz. He 
recalls the delight of being guest of 
honour at the Alabama governor's 
mansion back in 1981, soon after the 
Evangelical-Jewish romance began, 
Governor Fob James gave @ big bash 
to celebrate [srael's 33rd birthday — 
it was inspired by his wife, a born- 
again Christian. Hundreds of partici- 
pants signed an “I Love Israel” proc- 
lamation. They served kosher food. 
A huge Magen David with 33 outsize 
candles floated in the executive 
swimming pooil...Joy to the Jews. 


THE FACT that the Temple Mount 
was the prime concern of the Jewish 
underground that was broken in 
May came as a surprise to even 


seasoned reporters who have co- 
vered the Mount and the various 


groups or individuals who have tried 


to alter the status quo by violent 


Means. For the so-cilied under- 
ground is atthe heart of Gush Emu- 
nin and the settler movement. They 
are not fringe nuts like American 
baal teshuve (penitent) Allen Good- 
man, a Rabbi Kahane fan who went 
on ἃ rampage on the Mount in April 
1982 and killed a Moslem guard, 
Goodman, whose leval costs were 
paid by the good rabbi, said he had 
intended τὸ liberate the Meunt and 
become “king of the Jews." 

The Liftaseet that tried to blow up 
the Mus! shrines on the Mount 
earlier this year also appeared to be 
very much on the fringe, as did Kach 
activist Yoel Lerner, who was con- 
vieled in Ovteber 1982 of planning ta 
blew up the Dome of the Rock. 
Michael Rohan, ἃ bom-ngiin Aus- 
tratiun Christian who set the silyer- 
domed al-Aksa musque ablaze in 
1969, was clearly deranged. 

But it should not have come as a 
shock that same mainstream reli- 
gious nationalists were also posses- 
sed by similar devils. Only a few 
months ago, on the “Night of the 
Zealots,” Rabbi Kahane’s fonner 
No. 2 man, Rabbi Ariel, was 
arrested with 28 others — most from 
the Kiryat Arba yeshiva — for (rying 
to break inlo the Temple Mount. 
The judge condemned the attempt, 
but let them all yo ~ so whut if they 
were trying to set off the αὐτὰ world 
war? No doubt, there will be con- 
tinuing justification by the right- 
wing for hulding “idealistic but 
perhaps misguided” guals, such as 
liberating the Temple Mount, at 
whatever price. 

It's nut only marginal theatrical 
characters. like Stanley Goldfoot 
who support the gouls of the Jewish 
terrorists, or who assert Jewish 
rights on the Temple Mount, Last 
Yom Kippur police tied to prevent 
former chief rabbi Shlomo Goren 
from holding prayers in it roam be- 
low the Mount. But they relented 
when Chie! of Stalf Moshe Levy 
showed up to join Goren in prayer. 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
said recently that any disturbance of 
the delicate balance on the Mount 
could have catastrophic results, But 
the addition of Lvingelical Christ- 
iunity to the already poisonous 
witches’ brew is certain to exavcer- 
bate the problem. Rabbi Kahane, in 
his typically heroic manner, snys that 
he “repulsed Christian overtures 
connected to the Mount.” He said, 
in a telephone interview some 
months ago, that Jan Willem van der 
Hoeven, chicf spokesman af the 
Christian Embassy in Jerusatem, 
had contacted him, “but [ repnlsed 
him - he’s a missionary. ‘The Christ- 
ians would love me to bomb the 
mosque because they beticve it 
Jesus. 0 don't want 


dans. 

Van der Hoeven is critical of the 
Israeli government for saying "don't 
rock the boat’ over the Temple 
Mount, The Moslems are usurpeis, 
he says, The Mount should be re- 
turned to the Jews - “even if it means 


Un, 


Armageddon."' But the fun- 
damentalist Christian does not con- 
done viglence. “1 don't think Gad 
needs violence or illegality to accom- 
plish his ways,” he says —a sentiment 
Kahane would fulminate against. 
Van der Hoeven is disturbed by the 
fact that Israelis don’t care about the 
Temple Mount. He ascribes this tu 
the fact that ‘Israelis are too 
goyified.” 

But how providential is that 
apathy, that sluggishness that leaves 
events to take their own course! Atul 
meeting in Jerusalem of the Temple 
Mount Faithful, « man named Ze'ev 
reported on his latest efforts to ex- 
cite MK Rabbi Haim Druckman 
about ihe Temple Mount. “He fel} 
asleep as J was talking,” said the 
outraged zealot.

He 
could nut save Yaron, he knew that, 
but at least the death of others could 
be prevented. 

“We are not consoled," he de- 
clared, “and we can never be con- 
soled, because Yaron should not 
have been killed.”

The coffee, a fresh filtered brew, 
was excellent.

They claim that they 
have been studying television with 
erical eyes for 22 years, and that 
they can prove that there is a cause 
and effect link between television 
violence in the Sixties and convic- 
lions for crimes of violence in the 
Seventies and Eighties. They ullege 
that The A Team, one of the world's 
most popular programmes, leads all 
the rest in the amount of violence it 
contains. 

There is a sort of magic about a 
claiin to have done research and to 
be able τὸ produce statistics. We 
fend τὸ think (hat, if body with so 
weighty a name as the International 
‘odlilion Against Television Vio- 
as dane 22 years of 
research and has found that the The 
ot Team is a baddie, they must know 
what they are talking about. 

Fortunately forme, my own opin- 
ion that the Coalition are talking 
highfalutin’ nonseuse has been sup- 
ported by Martha Buyles, the televi- 
sion critic of The Wall Street Journal. 
After noting the criticisms, she 
quotes NBC, the produc us 
pointing out that there is never any 
bodily harm suffered in The A Teun;

murder, 

One possible argument is that νίυ- 
lence on television may be a catalyst 
1τὸ ation ina tiny minority of viewers 
who are emotionally disturbed, and 
are prone to commit violent acts. 
But F question whether any prog- 
ramtnes should or can be designed to 
cater for this group. And should the 
great majority be penalised just in 
case ἃ handful of people may be 
affected by 8. programme? That 
handful needs attention, certainly, 
but not via the mass media. 

The basic weakness of the 
approach of the earnest Internation- 
al Coalition Against Television Vio- 
lence is that they assumed that vio- 
lence in the arts and in reality has in- 
creased since the advent of television 
after World War ΠΟΤΕ millions of 
‘Nazis who supported Hitler in the 


Thitties and Forties never saw a 
television programme, yet we know 
to what depths of sadism they 
plunged. Al Capone and the Ku 
Klux Klan‘preeeded TV. So did the 
“Turks who assassinated the Arme- 
uitns, Peter the Great, Tamerlane, 
tlerad the Great. the Romans, the 
Greeks, the Peisians, the Indians, 
the Chinese, the Japanese, the 
ancient ites whe put entire 


communities (othe sword. It is 
humanity, not television, that is to 
blame. 


Television is just another medium, 
like film, drama, dance, opera, 
music. Despite the idiocies of the Hays 
office, films have always been 
just as vialent as television. Drama— 
{ remember taking my young daugh- 
ter to see a production of King Lear 
ill Stratford, and how horrified she 
was when Cornwall put out Glouces- 
ter's eyes with his heel. These were 
real people, not two-dimensional 
flickering movies ina box. Shaw said 
rightly about Hamlet that he com- 
mitted several murders, and spent all 
his time upologising for not commit- 
ting another. All Shakespeare's 
plays, and the great tragedies of the 
Greeks, are full of violence. In fact, 
it is hard to think of any noble art 
that is free of it.

Ankri's opening sequence shows 
Israeli bulldozers uprvoting olive 
trees to muke way for a new settle- 
ment, a small Arab boy throws τὶ 
stone at a settler’s jeep, and he is 
pursued to his parents’ farm, where 
there is a house very much dike the 
one we are aboul to sce the Jewish 
Tunisian family living in. His closing 
sequence goes back to the same 
bulldozers, closing the circle and 
indicating the evident tragedy in this 
part of the world where people and 
trees are uprooted through no fault 
of their own. 


MUCH LESS satisfying is Eran Rik- 
fis's On A Clear Day You Can See 
Damascus. This is the closest refer- 
ence made to the Udi Adiv case until 
now (Fellow Travellers, already 
shown, and Beyond The Walls, stil 
ta be distributed, use the same b;

IN THE MONTH since the arrest 
by Israeli authorities of West Bank 
settlers on suspicion of attempting 
to blow up Arab targets, American 
supporters of Gush Emunim and 
the settlement movement have. 
managed to overcome their initial 
shock and put together an organiza- 
tion that has been markedly success- 
ful in raising funds for the legal 
defence of the accused and for their 
families. 

Estimates vary of the amounts 
already raised for the defence fund 
and for the more general support of 
Gush Emunim and other settler 
groups, but all sources agree that 
fens of thousands of dollars have 
been collected. 

Arnold Fine, an editor at the 
Jewish Press, the Brooklyn-based 
Orthodox paper that has organized 
and publicized the fundwaising 
drive, said early iast week that 
$26,000 had been raised. 


According to reliable sources, 
Yehuda Schwartz, the editor and 
managing director of the Jewish 
Press, is presently in Israel, where 
he is said to have delivered a cheque: 
to Gush Emunim leaders. Accord- 
ing to Fine, “Yehuda Schwartz is a 
close friend of Rabbi Moshe Levin- 
ger, and I would assume they have 
been in contact.” 

ες Inits last theee editions, the Press 
has published long lists naming con- 
tributors to the fund, together with 
the amount of each contribution, 
Tanging from $3 to $2,000. 

“The response to this effort has 
been tremendous,” said Fine: “J 
have been amazed myself by the 
size of this outpouring.”

PSYCHO-ONCOLOGY, the 
psychology of cancer, is a new word 
in the medicit lexicon. 

But even in the departments 
where doctors and nurses are 
waging a battle to help people see 
that the disease is only one of the 
fatal inesses from which many peo- 
ple sutfer, there is still a tendency ter 
try and avoid the use of the ugly 
word. For that is what cancer has 
become, a word so ugly that even 
astrologers shun it; they now refer to 
people born under the zodiacal sion 
of the crab as “moan children.” 

Until it few yours ago, no onc. 
spoke of cancer sufferers and their 
families as being in need of any 
special psychological support sys- 
tem. A good many cancer specialists: 
rejected the idea of therapy out of 
hand, citing the fact that few cancer 
ats commit suicide. To this, ane 
speciulist objected strongly, saying 
that it was πὸ criterion. Faced with 
his or her own death, he sufferer 
may net commit suicide, but may, 
nevertheless, often he in need of 
supportive therapy. 

The need for such at service wits, 1 
seems, recognized by patients be 
it was udaitted by the medical pra- 
fessian.

Professor Shoshanna Biran, head 
of the hospital's oncology depart- 
ment, Professor Atara Kaplan, head 
of the psychiatric unit and Dr. Leah 
Baider, a clinical psychologist, have 
developed a programme that gives 
support and care [Ὁ patients with a 
variety of malignancies, their farai- 
ties and, in some cases, their friends. 

One reason for increased atten- 
tion to the subject is that with mod- 
ern treatment, many cancer’ patients 
live longer and some have a much 
greater period of functional and pro- 
ductive life before them. 

According to Biran, “There are 
‘no miracles to be offered, but we can 
sometimes cure cancer, sometimes 
lengthen life and in other cases simp- 
ly make things easier for the suffer- 
er.” Any of these three possibilities 
are clearly of great importance to the 
patient and the family.

Once they do know, they hive (eo 
ninke a decision about their future 
care. Here, it seems, the degree τὰ 
which the doctor is convinced that 
therapy will be beneficial is the Ue- 
ciding factor, and Biran says that 
only one patient has ever refused 
therupy when she herself was con- 
vinced that it would help. She does 
not, however, believe that the physi- 
cian has the right to pressure (he 
patient on this issue. 

This miy be contrasted te one 
Jarge Israeli hospital, where the 
attending physicians are less inclined 
to believe that therapy is werth- 
while. In that huspital, 25 per vent or 
more of the patients refuse further 
treatment once (he disease his been 
diagnosed. 

This does not, of course exclude 
supportive therapy for the relief of 
pain, nausea and other symptoms. 


ONE OF THE most important fac- 
tors, after the realization of the grav- 
ity of their condition, is the sense of 
isolation which cancer sufferers feel 
more strongly than any other group 
of people with terminal illness. 

Shirley Rose, who underwent 
therapy for breast cancer ulmost 
three years ago, suys: “From the 
moment people know you have can- 
cer, they avoid you.” 

Undoubtedly a part of this is duc 
to the fact that the very word is 
frightening and gives rise - against 
all logic - to the feeling that it's 
contagious. People know that this is 
not so, but cancer has assumed the 
proportions of a curse, and they shy 
away from the sufferer. 

here is the additional embarruss- 
ment of not knowing how to act or 
what to say to the sufferer although 
in some cases experts wonder if this 
isn’t a blessing. 

Dr. Edith Kubler-Ross, who has 
worked intensively with the termi- 
nally ill and two yeurs ago lectured at 
the Hebrew University, once asked 
participants in a seminar to describe 
the emotions they would feel if they 
were confronted with ἃ 28-year-old 
mother of wo suffering from termin- 
al cancer. 

Their answers ran the gamut of 
Negative reactions: anger, frustra- 
tion, depression, embarrassment 
and grief. 

“Now think,”. said Kubler-Ross, 
“just how you, as that young woman, 
would feel if you were surrounded by 
people. who were projecting these 
emotions all the time." 

But most of all, according to Kap- 
{an, avoidance is due to the need to 
protect oneself from pain. 

“Being emotionally close to some- 
one who dies is a painful thing, and 
many people try to avoid being to 
involved." : 

At weekly sessions at Hadassah, 
patients ranging from children with 
leukemia to aged patients with other 

forms of cancer meet with their fami- 
lies and the staff psychologist. Here 
they can talk freely without feeling 
the need to protect others or fearing 


Tejection. They discuss their anx-- 


ieties, their depression, their feeling 
of isolation, their needs. Those who 
have shared these sessions all say 
that they have found them invalu- 
able coping aids. 


THE PROBLEMS that come under 
discussion are as varied as the ἢ 
situations of the patients. _ ᾿ 
- How does a mother cope with the 
feeling that ste is ‘neglecting her 
healthy children while devoting ‘to

“But the reaction of people to 
cancer is nat the same its if you'd had 
ut heart attack. Most people will 
cheerfully discuss heart attacks and 
intensive care with the coronary pa- 
tient. but if you say Ἵ have cancer,’ 
they freeze.” 

But psycho-oncology doesn't stop 
at dealing with the patient and the 
family. One aspect is the therapeutic 
value for the medical staff of the 
department. 
~ “These people, doctors and 
nurses, are tike soldiers on the front 
line." says one specialist. “They 
work intensively for months, even 
yeurs, with people who are in this 
medical situation, ‘They too need 
Supportive therapy, help in not let- 
ting the so-frequent disappoint- 
ments affect Meir own mental 
health.” 

At Hadassah there are regular 
sessions for the staff of the oncology 
department. : 

“The important thing that is 
emerging from all these groups, 
says ἃ medical s is the fecling 
thit we are all in this together, 
patients and medical staff.” 


ACCORDING ἸῺ Kuplan, group 
therapy sessions with the patients 
contribute to the doctors’ under- 
standing of the life-structure of cach 
patient and help them see which 
members of the family are stronger 
and more supportive, and which may 
require additional help. 

Dactots say that (hese [actors are 
pol always obvious. For instance, at 
the moment of discovery of cancer 0 
the wife, it is often the husband who 
shows great strength, while she her- 
self may be completely shattered. 
But, in the long run, she braves 
herself to face the issue, while he 
becomes exhausted and depressed 
over the situation. 

In general, doctors note, most 
women demonstrate greater ability 
to cope with serious situations over 
the long tern, 

But most important of all, they 
say, is the need to “bring cancer out 
of the closet.” . 

Although heart disease, kidney 
failure, liver disease and even traffic 
accidents account for more fatalities 
than cancer, the public is still not 
ready to accept cancer as just one 
more serious illness. 

“This is what we want to scoot 
plish,” says a senior staff member Οἱ 
Hadassah’s oncology department. 
“We want the patient; the family. 
friends... everyone to know that 
there is nothing to whisper about 4 
discussing this most frightening an! 
serious illness. : f

This history of Mia hy West, uo 
military historian and journalist (not 
ustally a good combination), suffers 
from all af the ahoave but cames aff 
in the end rather well. 

A lot of people, and not all of 
them senile, betish on in KOS pay. 
seem to have talked to West. And 
this volume deals, sl suid and done, 
with a period between 40 and 15 
years age, Not too much from those 
days can still legitimately be 
regarded as relevant io the current 
security af the British state. 

West provides a clear picture of 
how MI6 was structured and 
operated, 

Inevitably, he focuses on M 16's 
operations before and during World 
War Jl, illustrating them = with 
specific episodes and stories. 

He outlines the agency's pre- 
WWII home structure und its 
foreign tentacles in the “Passport 
Control Offices," and Claude 
Dansey's parallel Z-network — 
both of which collapsed like a ton of 
bricks during the fate 1930s und in 
1940 as Hitler rotled up Europe.

IN THI LAT a the Mla sta: 
tions, which doubled as pussport 
and visu offices, were in much of 
Europe inundated with consular 
duties as hundreds of thousunds of 
Jews clamoured at the dour tw flee 
the growingly threatening at- 
Mosphere on the Continent.

The ‘caver’ of passport contral in 
some hotspots thus turned spying 
into a rather marginal occupation. 

M I6 also suffered from the disad- 
vantage of coming up against rather 
efficient opponents — the Abwehr, 
SD, and other German intelligence 
and securlty agencies — who were 
operiting nearer home and had sup- 
port often from pro-Nazi minorities. 
And successive M16 stations almply 


Fell, 


as Hitler invaded — Vienna, 
Prague, Warsaw and so on. 

All in all, M16 entered World 
War II with a massive burden of 
proven, clear-as-daylight failure. 
M16, like the French, had believed 
in and “‘argued" the Maginot Line; 
had doubted information from ac- 
curate sources; had lost stations and 
failed to lay contingency networks 
in case of German conquest of 
varlous countries, 

But under the politic, efficient 
new directorship of Sir Stewart 
Menzies, Μ I6 slowly recovered. By 
1945 it emerged as a clear first in a 
field cluttered with the rival intel- 
ligence arms of the services, SOE 
and even M15 (Britain's internal 
counter-intelligence agency, about 
which West has published two 
previous volumes). 


A WORLD WAR hero, Menzies 
had an interesting marital history: 
“In November 1918 Menzies mar- 
tied Lady Alice Sackville, the 
daughter of the 8th Earl de Ja Warr. 
Thirteen years later he divorced her 
so that she could marry Colonel 
Fitzroy Spicer (perhaps it should 
have been Spicier) of the 16th 
Lancers. The following year he mar- 
ried Pamela Becketl, one of the 
four daughters of the Hon. Rupert 
Beckett, an immensely wealthy Old 
Etonian who was chairman of the 
Westminster Bank... For many 
years Menzies and his brother lan 
were ulso intimately involved with 
Lady Portarlington, wife of the 6th 
earl, and Valentine Vivian's sister- 
in-law.” (Vivian was a senior M16 
officer.) 

Thus West comments; “In short, 
Menzies was extremely well 
qualified for ‘the post of C(hief) 
Secret) S(ervice).” 

But it wasn't only connections in 
high places which made Menzies 
and M16 under his directorship. As 
West points out, he was a very 
clever operator. His handling of 
Churchill was masterly. Menzies 
personally handed the prime 
minister the dally batches of impor- 
tant decrypts of enemy signal traf- 
fic, and he “took care to mix in 
some spicy" items, “The entire 
package wag designed to establish a 
close bond between Menzies and 
the Prime Minister... The contents 
of the box were tailored to 
Churchill's taste," writes West. 

The key to MI6's success in 
World War II, of course, was not 


agents but the GC&CS (Govern- 


ment Code and Cipher School) and 
the GCHQ (Government Com- 
munications Headquarters), where 
German signal traffic, and especial- 
ly the enigma cyphers, were in- 
tercepted, decrypted and assessed. 


WEST DOES NOT really describe 
what went on at Bletchley Park (the 
home of the decrypt organisations, 
which were part of the M16 ap- 
paratus in World War If), perhaps 
because it has already been dealt 
with at tength in Prof. ΕΗ. 
Hinsley's authoritative official 
British history of wartime intel- 
ligence. But he does give us a good 
feel of how agents were run in 
Europe ind how intelligence was 
gathered by M16 through agents 
during the war. 

He describes how Admiral 
Canaris, head’ of the Abwehr, 
became a prime source of British in- 
telligence material (he had a Polish 
lover, Madame Halina Szymanska); 
how KGB mole Anthony Blunt in- 
vestigated Josefine, a serious leak 
originating (Blunt thought) in the 
office of the Swedish naval attache 
in London; how French intelligence 
in London hanged a suspected 
German agent in the basement of a 
Duke Street house; how another 
Nazi agent was inadvertently 
bumped off in Spain en route to 
Gibraltar; how the British dis- 
covered the infra-red German ship- 
tracking station on the Mediterra- 
Nean coust; and how “she” drank 
bowls of poison-filled soup and 
osked for more until further cap- 
sules diluted in whiskey were ad- 
ministered to the Nazi agent until 
“he promptly dropped dead.” 

And Weat gives us some of the 
legendary M16 one-liners: Graham 
Greene, cabling from Freetown a 
response to an invitation by an M16 
colleague to spend Christmas with 
him in Bathurst — “Like the 
cunuch, | cannot come." 

Or: the M16 rep in Beirut, 
Charles Dundas's telegram about 
Gdious: “Plans which appear well 
prepared at your end seem half 
baked at ours.” 

Ail in all, West has cast a lot of 
fresh light on the workings und ex- 
ploits of M16 during WWI, offer. 
ing a readable addition to Hinsley's 
multi-volume official history (which 
encompasses all British intelligence 
branches und tends to ignore the in- 
dividual and the particular), oO

The level of technical detail in- 
cluded in the SIPRI Yearbook may 
surprise many readers, particularly 
Isrucli ones, who are very security- 
conscious and accustomed to a high 
level of secrecy. SIPRI excels at the 
collection und presentation of data 
and has computerized and classified 
information from hundreds of 
sources around the world. 
Unverified or questionable informa- 
tion is indicated as such, although 
over the past few years the 
reliability of the published data has 
preatly improved. 


AS CAN be expected, Israel is 
featured prominently, although the 
conflict between Britain and 
Argentina is given far more space 
than the war in Lebanon. Israeli 
arms imports and exporis are listed 
in detail, and a brief appendix on 
the economic impacts of the 
Isrucli arms industry is included for 
the first time. Unfortunately, this 


preventing comparison over a 
number of years, and is more con- 
cerned with methodological 
problems than with analysis, 
Nevertheless, the primary conclu- 
sion, that defence tukes up to one- 
quarter of the GNP is of central import- 
ance. While this is the lurgest por- 
tion of GNP consumed by defence 
in the world (Egypt spends less than 
10% of its GNP on arms), Israel is 
only the seventh largest “third 
world" importer of arms. Syria, 
Libya, Saudi Arabia, India, Egypt 
and Iraq each import more 
weapons. 

As indicated in its title, the pur- 
pose of the Yearbook is to foster the 
causes of arms control and disarma- 
ment. The numbers of missiles and 
hombs, as well as their costs, are in 
themselves eloquent statements of 
the illogic of the various military 
confrontations taking place around 
the world. Yet the volume is 
weakest in its analyses of thé failure 
of arms control io date, For exam- 
ple, the discussions of Soviet 
proposuls to limit nuclear weapons 
in Europe fail to note that a prin- 
cipal Soviet goal is the separation of 
Europe from the U.S. nuclear 
guarantee. These proposals would 


ULS. nuclear weapons fram Europe, 
while the Soviets would be allowed 
to maintain o number equivatent to 
the combined forces of Britain und 
France. This would avhieve the 
Soviet political goal of isolating 
NATO ind therefore is not con- 
sidered tu be u serious effort to 
achieve urms cuntrol. 

Similarly, STPRI's discussion of 
the relative contribution of the 
Europeans to NATO's budget 
poor, The reluctance of Continental 
politicians to increase their defence 
budgets is attributed to their 
Perceptions that the Soviet threat is 
neither “so powerful nor sy immi- 
nent as to require them to change 
(heir economic strategies.” On the 
other hand, these politicians may 
simply be willing to accept a “Sree 
ride" from the U.S. 

While this weukness in political 
analysis detracts from the overall. 
quality of the Yearbook, its pasitive 
contributions to public awareness of 
the fragile state of the world by far 
outweigh the volume’s flaws. it is 
the nature of the public debate 
which will determine the future of 
the ruce, and the information 
published by SIPRI can only con- 
tribute to the quality of that

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THE PUBLICATION of this, the 
third und lust section of the new 
Iranshittion of the Holy Scriptures, is 
cause lor celebration.

For another — as the publisher's 
hrachure puts it — this is the first 
lime in 2,300 years that 4 committee 
of Jewish scholars has completed a 
translation of the Bible into the 
language of the day, and applied the 
lindings of modern archeology and 
hiblical scholarship in translating 
the original Hebrew text inte con- 
temporary literary English. The last 
time such an event took pluce was 
23 centuries agu, when the Tora was 
irunslated into Greek in Alexandria, 
Evypt. According to legend, the 
tusk was accomplished by 72 
scholars in 72 days — hence the 
nante Sepreagint. 

The new translation has taken a 
hil more ime to complete, Commis- 
sioned hy the Jewish Publication 
Soviely of America, it has been 
more than 25 years in the making. 
‘The first section, /#e Tora, was 
published in 1963, wilh Professor 
Harry Orlinsky as editor-in-chief; 
Professor H.L. Ginsberg of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary 
headed the editorial eommittce of 
the second volume, The Prophets, 
whieh came vut in 1978, The com- 
milice of translaturs for The 
Writings, whieh was set up in 1966, 
comprised professors Moshe 
Cireenberg and’ Jonas Greentield 
(now both of the Hebrew Univer- 
sily) and Professor Nahwin Sarna of 
Brandeis University.

THE LAST decade has not been 
Kind to the Soviets in the Middle 
East. Ejected from Egypt within a

DERRETI'S TEXAS PEERAGE, 
by Hugh Best. New York, Coward-

vs. ἈΠ πο junior execu- 
tive at Dallas's Neiman and Mareus 
department store tells of the Texan 
Who looked at a window display 
showing a bathtub-sized mactint 
glass stuffed with cashmere sweaters 
in colours imitating a real martini, 
cherry and atl, He walked in and said 
ὙΠ ταῖς if." When she pointed out 
that there were more than a hundred 
sweaters in the glass, he still insisted. 
“But they're not all the same size,” 
she argued. “Wrap it up, lady,” he 
barked. “You give me the sweaters, 
I'll find the women to fit them." 

But the strongest of the Texas 
peers ure those who have combined 
the old! names with the new wealth, 
Many of the pre-state heroes lost all 
they had in the Reconstruction 
period after the Civit War, for Texas 
was a Confederate stronghold, and 
many of the great fortunes of today 
were made during that “everything 
goes” period. Nor are modern Tex- 
ins ashamed of the robber barons 
who founded their fortunes. 

Hugh Best has done a good job of 
outlining the marriages and occa- 
sional adoptions that have welded 
the descendants of the Heroes of the 
Alamo and San Jacinto with the new 
money. 

Best's eye is sharp and he points 
ont that even the famed Yturria 
funtily owes ils lineal descent to the 
adopted son of Jose Yturria, a boy of 
Seuts parentage. Not one drop of the 
old Spanish blood flows in the veins 
of the modern Yturria millionaires 
but the pride of name still holds, In 


fact you can find Texans who can 
Prove, or almost prove, descent 
from almost all of the great names of 
Texas history including General Sam 
Houston, and William Travis who 
commanded the Alamo in the battle 
against Mexico’s Santa Anna. 
Legend has it that Travis compelled 
his men to vote for a fight ta the 
death or surrender by drawing a line 
on the floor with a piece of charcoal 
and asking those who would fight to 
step over the line. According to the 
story 179 men chose to fight to the 
finish, and the 180th man, too badly 
wounded to walk, asked his compan- 
ions to carry him over, The only 
Texan hero without descendants was 
Will Austin after whom the capital is 
named. The “father of Texas” was a 
bachelor. 

Although Texas is the source and 
the homeland, Texan millionaire 
peers are to be found almost every- 
where else today. They come back 
like “swallows to Capistrano" 
whenever there's an event that 
merits their presence. Their peri- 
patetic behaviour makes this book a 
must for fashionable hostesses 
wondering just who they are. From 
the palaces of oil-rich sheikhs to the 
stately homes of England, these 
brash Americans must now be in- 
cluded in the invitation list. 

One of Best's most informative 
sources was Betty Ewing, social cor- 
respondent for the Houstan Chronicle 
who has covered the lives of the 
Texas peers for 25 years. No relative 
of the Ewings of Dallas television 
fume, she is nonetheless grateful for 
the series. “No one was sure how to 
pronounce my name," she says, “A 
Scottish professor in college called 
me ‘Miss Urine’ and my nephews 
made that into ‘Aunt Pee-Pee,’ Now 
everyone knows how to pronounce 
Ewing, and although 1 deny it, 


they're sure I'm straight off South- 
fork.” 


BACK IN Dallas, during World War 
Il, when Ε was a co-ed getting 
“coms for my country" dancing with 
soldiers at USO dances, it was com- 
mon for a sorority sister to sidle up 
between dunces and whisper, “The 
one in the commandos, do you think 
he's a MOT [member of the tribe]?" 
A long analysis would ensue while 
we decided if the man who had 
caught her fancy was Jewish or not. 

Interestingly enough, during the 
weeks while Debretr's Texas Peerage 
has lain on my desk waiting to be 
‘reviewed, a number of friends have, 
asked a similar question. “Are there 
any Jews in the book?” The answer 
is yes, there have always been Jewish 
peers in Texas and there are a lot 
more today. 

The carly state's galaxy is studded 
with names like Isanc Samuels of 
the San Jacinto Battle, David Kauf- 
man, an early legislator. Some 
genealogists have it that Maria de 
Jesus Curbello, one of the greatest 
names in Texas, was the daughter of 
Marranos from the Canary Islands. 
They maintain that she herself never 
knew the secret so well buried by her 
anceslors, 

Jewish pecrs are to be found'in 
abundance today, and it has been 
said that if one were to capture the 
guests at a Temple Emanuel bar 
mitzva in Dallas, one could raise 
enough ransom to pay the national 
debt. Liberal tax laws, made possi- 
ble by the oil rights held by the state, 
brought entrepreneurs to Texas af- 
ter the First World War, and vast 
fortunes have been made — many of 
them Jewish. : 

Jews have done well in Texas, and 
the social registers are full of names 
like Grossman and Sheinberg. Sid- 
ney Sheinberg, a Grossman on his 
mother's side, controls MCA Inc. 
Called “E.T.’s grandfather,” Shein- 
berg’s enterprises grossed 
$1 328,988,000 last year.

In connection with political clout, 
one of the articles of Texas's volun- 
tary incorporation in the Union gave 
it the right to divide itself into five 
States by a simple majority vote in 
the Texas legislature.

exercised, Texas has threatened to 
use it whenever it felt the federal 
government was getting out of line. 


DESPITE their gift for prominence, 
Texans have never forgotten how to 
laugh at themselves, and it's the 
twinkle in the eye that wins them 
their place wherever they go. A 
favourite Texas story is of the cattle 
baron who sent his daughter to a 
fancy finishing school back East.
